We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
and account groups of the Town of Harrisville, New Hampshire, for the 
year -enaca-vecember 31, 19847 and "have “issued ‘our’ t'epore” dated 
Lanes evile ess AS patteof our examinegftion, we made a study and 
evaluation of the Town's system of internal accounting control to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by 
generally accepted auditing standards, Under these standards, the 
purpose of such an evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance on 
the system of internal accounting control in determining the nature, 
timing, and extent of auditing procedures that are necessary for 
expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of 
assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and the 
reliability of financial records for preparing financial statements 
and maintaining accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable 
assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal accounting 
control should not exceed derived benefits and that evaluation of 
these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgments. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in 
considering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal 
accounting control. In the performance of most control procedures, 
errors can result from misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of 
judgment, carelessness or other personal factors. Control procedures 
whose effectiveness depends upon segregation of duties can be 
circumvented by collusion, Similarly, control procedures can be 
circumvented intentionally with respect to the estimates and 
judgments required in the preparation of the financial statements, 
Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting control 
to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


accounting control for the year ending December 31, 1984, would not 
necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system because it was 
based on selective tests of accounting records and related data. the 
study and evaluation did not disclose any weaknesses which we Town of 
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which follow were developed from our observation of the Town's 
operations, They are not the result of a special study. 


TOWN CLERK REMITTANCES 


During our fieldwork we observed that the Town Clerk had 
summarized her cash receipts journal and prepared deposits to the 
treasurer on a basis which was consistent with State requirements. 
However for the period which we tested, actual bank deposits were not 
consistently made on a timely basis. 


We recommend that the Town Clerk make every possible effort to 
turn over cash receipts to the treasurer promptly. 


RESIDENT TAX ABATEMENTS 


During 1984 the Town computerized its Resident Tax records. 
Subsequent to issuing the Resident Tax bills it was necessary to 
abate approximately 17% of the billing. 


We recognize that initial computerization of any records is a 
formidable task for Town officials. We urge that. theresie: tee 
records be carefully reviewed and purged of any individuals who are 
not liable for the tax prior to the 1985 billing, 


RESIDENT TAXES AND MOTOR VEHICLE PERMITS 


State law currently requires that individuals provide the Town 
Clerk with proof that Resident Taxes are paid before a motor vehicle 
can be registered. Our tests of the motor vehicle revenues indicated 
that this requirement is not consistently followed. 


We recommend that the Town adopt procedures which will insure 
that proof of Resident Tax payment is provided before a vehicle is 
registered, This would aid in the updating of Resident Tax records 
and insure timely collections of Resident Taxes. 


A letter of this type is critical by mature. We found many 
examples of sound business management practices in our review of the 


Town's systems, We wish to express our thanks to the officials of 
the Town for their assistance during the course of our audit.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the Spring of ’84, the Conservation Commission sponsored two 
events. The roadside clean-up had its obvious results thanks to the 
volunteers. We will repeat this activity again in the spring hopefully 
before the black flies arrive! Also an educational program was held at the 
Wells Memorial School to teach the children what we all can do to protect 
the quality of the water around us. 

There has been substantial progress made in the formation of a 
Regional Solid Waste Disposal District of which Harrisville is a member. 
Under the jurisdiction of RSA 149:M, the District has been negotiating 
with a private company to build a Refuse-to-Energy plant. Also the town 
delegates, appointed by the town Moderators following the special Town 
Meetings held this fall, have been studying the advisability of forming a 
more formal District under RSA 53:B. If it is agreed that organizing under 
RSA 53:B is in the best interest of the participating towns, then the ques- 
tion will be brought before the citizens for a vote at Town Meetings. 

The Conservation Commission would like to remind all citizens that our 
wetlands and water resources serve a very important purpose in our en- 
vironment. Any filling or dredging of wetlands needs to be approved and a 
permit must be gotten from the Selectmen. 

Our meetings are open to the public and are held on the first Monday of 
each month.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Harrisville-Chesham Fire Department answered a total of 78 
alarms. 
38 Fire Calls 40 Rescue 

Again this year we continued to emphasize a monthly training program 
for all hands. This included several mutual aid drills with personnel from 
surrounding towns. In this regard a total of 661 man hours were given to 
the training process by the volunteer members. This was done on their 
own time. Many additional hours were given to medical training by 
members of the Rescue Squad. 

During the year we added seven new members — four of them women. 
Our roster now stands full at thirty members. 

As an added note, I would like to tell the residents of Harrisville that you 
need a written permit to purchase a portable kerosene space heater. 

The new State Fire Code states only single family dwellings built before 
Jan. 1, 1982 are allowed to have battery operated smoke detectors. All 
other occupancies with detectors installed after July 1, 1984 are required 
to have detectors powered by the house electrical current (including the 
hard-wired type. )

FIRESTATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


After the town voted to accept the plan to renovate and expand the 
highway barn into a combination highway facility and firestation, a 
building committee was formed. This committee included the selectmen, 
representatives of the highway and fire department, a representative of 
the neighborhood, the design sponsor and a professional architect. The 
committee had the difficult task of sorting out project details such as 
space allocation, appearance, compliance with building codes and regula- 
tions, requirements for the bid process, land needs and scheduling. 

Early in the discussions it became apparent that in order to have an 
adequate design package, suitable for safe and proper construction as 
well as sufficient in detail for the bid process, a structural engineer would 
have to become involved, the plans redrawn in proper format, and a writ- 
ten specification generated. 

By July, the plans had been redrawn and a specification prepared. Due 
to the structural engineer’s schedule, a final engineering approval had not 
yet been secured. During this time period, we learned that it would not be 
possible to install a simple holding tank for sewage and that the space con- 
straints for the installation of a septic system would require a variance 
from the state. We also learned that we would require a variance from the 
Governor’s Commission for the Handicapped. 

At this time we also had not been able to secure additional land from 
abutters or water rights. However, it was getting late in the season and we 
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realized that the bid process would take at least six weeks. Knowing this, 
we decided to go out for bid with the recognition that variances would 
have to be secured and problems resolved before we could award a con- 
tract. We contacted seven contractors, provided bid documents and asked 
them to submit bid proposals. None of the contractors chose to submit a 
bid, all citing heavy commitments through the remainder of the building 
season. 

Undaunted by this further setback we decided to continue persuing the 
needed engineering approval, variances and water source and then to go 
out to open bid before the March, 1985 Town Meeting. With much effort on 
the part of many people, we have managed to get the necessary approvals 
and variances and we have alternatives still under consideration for a 
water source. We have put the project out to open bid and at the time of 
this writing we have had 18 requests for bid documents. The bids will be 
publicly opened on the 10th of February and we should have an answer as 
to whether or not this is a viable project by Town Meeting 1985. 

This has been a long and difficult undertaking with a great deal of effort 
put in by many people. In particular, I would like to thank John Hansel 
and Charles Michal for their personal contributions to this project. I 
would also like to thank the other members of the committee for their ef- 


forts.

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 
90 years. ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression effort between city and town governments and State 
government. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city 
Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that anyone kindling a fire 
without written permission shall be liable for the damage caused and sub- 
ject to a $1000 fine. 

During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remain- 
ed unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered with snow 
must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a 
fire without a permit when one is required are liable for damages caused, 
fire suppression costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 

This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our 
nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

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REPORT OF HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


1984 was the year of the fire for Historic Harrisville. On June 13, 1984 the 
Milan Harris Mill (c.1832) suffered major structural damage to the roof 
and attic floor, significant charring and smoke damage to the second 
floor, and water damage throughout. The volunteer firemen of Har- 
risville, assisted by four fire companies from neighboring towns, did a 
remarkable job of saving the mill from total destruction. Local 
businesses, friends, and neighbors pitched in to help with the clean-up and 
reconstruction and we want to thank everyone involved for their generosi- 
ty. The irony of the fire was that a fire alarm system for the building had 
_ just been priced. Alarm systems are now planned for all the Historic Har- 
risville buildings and a no smoking policy has been approved for all the 
public buildings. We are happy to report that the Harris Mill reconstruc- 
tion is virtually complete and we were able to come in right on budget 
with the amount of insurance coverage awarded. 

1984 also saw the completion and submittal of a massive research pro- 
ject which identified five local areas and many individual properties in 
town for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. That 
nomination is presently being reviewed by the State Historic Preservation 
Office. Mary Meath has continued to staff the Historic Harrisville 
research office on the third floor of the Cheshire Mills Boardinghouse and 
the public is invited to stop in to take advantage of the growing library of 
local histories, maps, photographs, postcards, and artifacts. 

Historic Harrisville is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome 
anyone to our meetings, which are usually held the last Saturdays of April 
and October.

During the 1984 calendar year, Marl-Harris Ambulance responded to 
121 calls. There were 97 emergencies and 24 non-emergencies. Emergen- 
cy calls included 16 motor vehicle accidents with 14 patients being 
transported and 81 home calls. Non-emergencies included 6 stand-by

bulance to assure its good working order.

With seven new staff members out of ten, it could have been a dif- 
ficult year for students, but that has not happened. New staff, under the 
leadership of Mrs. Frazier, have not only been responsive to the needs of 
students and parents, but have worked together as a team to improve the 
quality of learning at the school. 

Visit and you will see a strong staff that works closely with children. 
You will also see a learning climate that is orderly, purposeful, warm, 
safe, and attractive. In all classes there is a focus on achievement with 
high, but reasonable, expectations for students. Instructional activities 
absorb most of the day. Clearly understood priorities for skill develop- 
ment are evident. Some of the best that we know about schooling is hap- 
pening at Wells Memorial School. 

However, the work is not done. We need to continue to grow if our 
children will have the advantages they will need in the years to come. 
Planning to provide for increased enrollments n the near future, effective 
student learning and more community involvement head our list of goals 
for the coming year. 

Consistent help and involvement from the parents is vital to the life of 
the school. Teacher involvement in curriculum and staff development is 
critical to our growth. Continuing evaluation of student progress, staff and 
the school itself is a must. 

Although your 1985-86 budget shows an increase, it allows us to continue 
at a strong level and move into the future with confidence.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 

September, 1984, brought to Wells Memorial School many new faces 
and changes. We were fortunate to have Linda Nelson, our resource room 
teacher, return to us this fall. We have some wonderful new staff. Kathy 
Haley-Frick is teaching grades three and four; Georgia Tasoulas is 
teaching grades five and six. Valerie Belanger is in the new position. Iam 
teaching grades one and two. 

Among the many changes at Wells, one of the most important is the new 
position. This position has assumed the duties of the Chapter I program 
which assists students working below grade level in reading. Previously 
the resource teacher serviced this program. This change has allowed our 
resource teacher more time to meet the obligations of evaluating and 
teaching special needs students. The new positon also teaches math and 
reading groups, allowing for more effective grouping and teaching. This 
position is also responsible for substituting for the principal when obliga- 
tions required of the position need to be met. This has worked much better 
than when in previous years random substitutes were hired. Miss 
Belanger also took over the music program this fall. In January, Karen 
Desrosier is teaching music. Mrs. Desrosier has been offering individual 
instrumental lessons (at student expense) since October. She has done an 
outstanding job, and we are real excited about her joining our staff. 

Our part-time staff includes Ellen Post, guidance counselor, returning 
for her second year; Kent Gemmell, school psychologist, replacing Bon- 
nie Kraft; and Pat Wilson, speech therapist, replacing Jean Maccalous. 
Linda Vermouth returned as our physical education teacher for the first 
quarter. She has resigned to take a position at Keene State College. The 
physical education position is currently vacant. We sincerely appreciate 
the quality of physical education offered by Miss Vermouth to students of 
the Wells Memorial School over the past few years. 

Debra Kensy continues her excellent job of directing the hot lunch pro- 
gram. She also continues to assume the responsibilities of school 
secretary. Larry Jackson has filled the position of custodian. 

In our continued efforts to improve the quality of instruction, we have 
completely implemented the STAMM (Systematic Teaching and Measur- 
ing Mathematics program. We have introduced an alternate reading 
series in grades one and two in an attempt to accommodate children with 
different learning styles. This program will be implemented at higher 
levels as students advance. We are constantly monitoring student pro- 
gress to ensure appropriate, quality education. Also, this year we are con- 
centrating on our science program with the aim for complete implemen- 
tation in 1985-1986. 

Our relationship with the Harrisville School continues to flourish. This 
year we are synthesizing our record keeping to facilitate student move- 
ment from Harrisville School to Wells Memorial School. 

Our total enrollment is 61 students at Wells Memorial, and 9 at The Har- 
risville School. We are projecting similar enrollment figures for the 
1985-1986 school year at Wells Memorial. However, we are projecting an 
enrollment of approximately 19 students at The Harrisville School.

In April a morning snack program was started to give students a chance 
to buy an inexpensive nutritious snack. The snack program has gone over 
very well with the students and with the parents. 

On June 30, 1984 the hot lunch program had a surplus of $1,930.01 This 
balance was due to careful planning, high student participation and frorn 
the use of government commodities. The government commodities and 
reimbursements certainly help our lunch program. 

The average daily participation in the hot lunch program is 75%or 46 out 
of 61 students. This varies depending on the menu and on attendance. 

To generate interest in good nutrition and to add fun to eating lunch, we 
have had contests related to the lunch menu. We have a prize in each 
classroom and consolation prizes for everyone who enters the contest. The 
students really seem to enjoy the contests, and are looking forward to the 
next one. 

We had a family holiday dinner in December which everyone seemed to 
enjoy. We plan to have a few more “‘special’’ occasions in the future. 

I really enjoy working at Wells Memorial and look forward to a long 
association with the school.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


An individual health folder was started for each student so that all 
health related information is found in one place. Heights and weights were 
done, and recorded on the Kardex file, and on each student’s growth 
chart. Blood pressures were taken as well. 

Head checks were done on all students soon after school started. There 
was no problem at that time. One student was found later, but it was con- 
trolled at that level through parent evaluation and prompt action. 

All first and fourth graders were tested for hearing and eyesight. 

Dr. McMurphy, school physician, came to the school on November 15, 
for the annual fourth grade physical exams. Four out of eight students had 
permission from their parents to participate in this program. I would like 
to urge more parents to take advantage of this opportunity. 

An informal nutrition class was given with the aid of the teacher in the 
first and second grade with the idea of learning good eating habits. This is 
the time in a child’s development when it is extremely important for pro- 
per growth. 

During the latter part of the school year I hope to be able to spend more 
time on health education programs utilizing media available at the Media 
Center located at the School Administrative Unit 29 building. 

Scoliosis checks will also be done on all 5th and 6th graders to comply 
with the new screening requirements. 

As yet I have not heard from PSU-PSH as to when their clinic will be, 
but I expect it will be in May. It is usually scheduled at the Congregational 
Church in Harrisville, and posters are displayed to inform the parents of 
incoming first grade students. 

As I am only here for three hours a week, the teachers have a great deal 
of responsibility for accidental care of the students. I can only be a 
resource person for them in handling any of these emergencies unless 
they happen during the time I am normally here. 

I have enjoyed my work with the staff and students at Wells Memorial 
School.
